men. 

Election Laws Reviewed. 


The report reviewed the election 
laws of Missouri, finding that they 
were inadequate in some particulars, 
and conflicting in others, and that 
there should be a revision, reducing 
the number, simplifying them, re- 
pealing some, and enacting some new 
law. 

Hevision of registration lists, it is 
held, should be by the Board of 
Election Commissioners in St. Louis 
instead of by precinct election offi- 
clals, saving about $60,000 each gen- 
eral election year, and a smaller 
amount other years. 

Coming to the primary election 
law, the report takes the posjtion 
that it is of doubtful validity for the 
reason that it provides that in St. 
Louis only registered voters can vote 
at the primary, and yet ft fails to 
authorize a registration just prior to 
the primary, thus depriving many 
thousands of citizens of their right 
to vote. 


It is held that If women become 


-enfranchised before the August pri- 


mary, thev will be unable to vote in 


the primary because there wil] be no 
registration before that time.

“It appears from statistic: that at 
the first primary held under the 
present law in August, 1910. the 
total vote cast at all voting pre- 
cincts in St. Louis. In nominating 
candidates for the office of Judge 


of the Supreme Court, [ud, James 


B Gantt being the only candidate 
for nomination on the Democratic 
ticket at the primary. and Judge 
John G. Brown being the only can- 
didate on the Republican ticket. was 
45.046. At that time there were 
approximately 150,000 qualified vot- 
ers in St. Louis, so it appears that 
not more than 30 per cent of the 
electors participated in the primary. 

“In the entire State the primary 


vote for the two candidates totaled 


356,710. At the following November 
election for the same candidstes 
643,083 votes were polled. Reviewicog 
the returns of the election precincts 
of the State, it would appear that 
scarcely more than 55 per cent of 
the voters, as compared with the 
number that voted in the November 
election, voted in the primary. Judge 
Brown received more than 100 per 
cent more votes at the general elec- 
tion than were voted for him in the 
primary.

PRIMARY VS.:CONVENTION. 

The unconstitutionality of the law under which 
the next primary elections are to be held, to which a 
committee of the St. Louis Bar Association, in a re- 
port on election laws, calls attention, is a subject for 
immediate consideration by the Governor. It cannot 
be rectified without a special session of the State 
Legislature, unless a loophole can be found in the 
law, by which an opportunity to register for the pri- 
mary is afforded. 

The committee, which is composed of J. W. Jamit- 
son, Daniel N. Kirby and George C. Hitchcock, men 
of unquestioned capacity and standing, direct public 
attention to glaring weaknesses in the primary sys- 
tem of nominating candidates. They recommend a 
return to a modified form of the convention system, 
in which candidates for important offices, such as 
Governor, Senator, Congressmen and the judiciary, 
shall be nominated by conventions, delegates to 
which shall be chosen at the general primary under 
the laws governing general elections. Party com- 
mittees shall be chosen at these primaries. 

That the primary system has not been working 
well has long been known. It has been due in part 
to inherent faults caused by the difficulty of select- 
ing candidates in wide electoral districts In a scram- 
ble for office and in part to bad election laws. The 
committee finds that the present primary system is 
unsatisfactory in results for several reasons: 

It strengthens the arbitrary power of irresponsible 
party committeemen who are enabled to make slates 
and in the general ruck of candidates to contro] nom- 
inations and shape platforms. 

Party platforms are not made until after the can- 
didates are chosen and are then framed by a con- 
vention of party committeemen gnd candidates. The

Setting 
the life of the negro, Will Lockett, on one side and 
these 23 persons on the other, some wil] ask whether 
safety for the perpetrator of a crime of universal 
detestation is worth so much; whether it was not 
purchased at too great a price. But much more was 
involved than Will Lockett. The adequacy of the 
State of Kentucky as a governing entity and the vin- 
dication of law generally in America were among the 
things at stake. 

The fate of the 10-year-old Geneva Hardman was 
calculated to move the community to profound re- 
sentment, but no excuse for violence was furnished in 
& prospect that the law would not deal fittingly with 
her murderer. As a matter of fact, he was convicted 
in a summary hearing and sentenced to be executed

New Home Run Rule. 


The rule governing the home run

The commit- 
tee argued the rule would increase 
the number of home runs a season 
and also work to the batter's ad-4 
Vantage. The rule as amended, says: 

“Provided, that if a batsman, 
in the last half of the final inning 
of any game, hits home run over 
the fence or into the stand, all 
runners on the bases at the time, 
as well as the batsman, shall be 
entitled to score, and, in such 
event, the final score of the game 
shall be the total number of runs 
made.”’ 

In explaining tnia rule, President 
“If the score should be 0 to 0 in the 
final half of the ninth inning and 
the bases all occupied, and the bats- 
man knocked the ball into the stand, 
all runners would score and the final | 
score would be 4 to 0.” 

The amendment dealing with the | 
“balk” reads: “Any motion to pitch! 
while standing in his position with- | 
out having the ball in his possession 
or regardless of whether he makes 
any motion to pitch or not, if the 
pitcher takes a legal position on thé 
rubber without the ball in his pos- 
session, or if he takes a pitching po- 
c,tion off the rubber and feints to 
deliver the ball to the bat, it shall 
be called a ‘balk’.” 

Several additions are also made to 
this rule. one declaring that the ball 


the code was amended to read: “1. 
A dead ball is a ball delivered to the 
bat by the pitcher, not struck at by 
the batsman, that touches any part 
of the batsman’s person or clothing 
while he is standing in his position. 
or, 2, a wildly pitched ball which 
the batsman plainly makes an at-| 
tempt to avoigq being hit, but which | 
ball accidentally hits his bat.” 

The fight on the freak deliveries 
occupled much of the meeting. The 
board of directors of the American} 
League, during an executive session, 
was strongly opposed to the so-called 
freak deliveries, and adopted a rule 
which legislates such deliveries from 
the league after 1920. 


Freak Deliveries Barred. 


When the Ruleg Committee took up 
this rule, National League oehabe | 
declared they thought some clubs 
would have more than two spitball 
pitchers, the number passed upon by | 
the American League. Finally it 
— agreed to amend the rule as role | 
ows: 

“At no time during the progress of | 
the game shall the pitcher be allowed | 
to (1) apply a foreign substance of 
any kind to the ball; (2) expectorate 
on his glove, person or clothing, or 
(4) to deface the ball in any manner 
or to deliver what is called the 
“shine” ball, ‘spit’ ball, “mud” ball 
or “emery ball. For a vielation of 
any provision of this rule the pitcher 
shall be ordered from the game, and 
be barred from participation in auy 
championship contest for 10 days.” 

In adopting the rule against freak 
Geliveries it was understood and 
agreed that all tona fide spitball 
pitchers listed by club owners and 
presented to the heads of the two 
Major leagues prior to the starting 
‘of the season should have only the | 
season of 1920 to use the so-called | 
delivery, after which it will not be‘ 
permitted.
